Congressional. — I n the Senate yester- 
day a committee of conference was appoint- 
ed on the Indian appropriation bill. The 
Secretary of the Navy sent in an official 
report of the navy operations at New Or- 
leans. Mr. Hale calle,! on tbe Secretary of 
the Treasury to know how much money had 
been paid to the Marshal of the District of 
Columbia. .Mr. Powell offered a resolution 
inquiring of Secretary Stanton whether 
Oeneral Hunter had been authorized to arm, 
clothe and ebuip a regiment of negroes. 
The resolntion was laid over. Sumner 
wanted to learn by whose authority Gov. 
Stanley had closed the negro schools in 
North Carolina, retjuesting the Preaident to 
cancel the Governor's appointment. His 
resolution was laid over. He tried to take 
up the resolution expelling Mr. Starke, of 
Oregon — rejected, 16 to 21. The tax bill 
was then taken up. On tbe motion to re- 
consider the vote taxing slaves, Mr. Cowan, 
of Pa., took strong constitutional grounds 
against it. His remarks, and the resulting 
colloquy Iietween him and Wade, of Ohio, 
we copy. He said: “It might be said he in- 
tended to lecture the Senat* If he thought 
it deserved it by passing acts, which were 
calculated to trample on the Constitution, 
he would lecture. It might be said he was 
dogmatic. Well, he intended to be dog- 
matic.” Mr. Wade, in his seat, said: “.All 
but the ‘matic’.” Mr. Cowan replieiL* “When 
the Senator settles the little account with 
his colleague in the other House, it will be 
time enough for him to pay attention to that 
kind of remarks. Till then, he must excuse 
me." Wade spoke of Mr. Cowan as having 
“a right to be a mere advocate and 
watch-dog of traitors in the field; but 
should not come here to lecture the Senate. 
Who ever heard of him? He was willing 
to be criticized by somebody having 
some authority. He would rather be lectur- 
ed by anybody than the Senator from Penn- 
sylvania.'’ Mr. Cowan replied that he 
“might be very humble, inexperienced and 
unknown, but was here as a representative 
of Pa. lie represented 3,OtM>,660 people, 
and woiihl not apologize for his people, for 
his inexperience or his youth. He never 
understtH),! that age or long service would 
justify folly, or give character to billings- 
gate, which might be learned by any fi.sh- 
woman.'’ After some ftirther debate, the 
vote was taken, and the reconsideration 
carried.

The 
tax bill was then passed, 37 to 1. 

In the House nothing was done or said of 
interest, only a running debate on the agri- 
cultural college, confiscation and emancipa- 
tion questions. We give the above summa- 
mary because we have not room for the ftill 
telegraphic report. 

We learn by private letter from 
Hawsville that on Monday, the 2d inst., 
about eleven o’clock, Mr. .Aiontgomery B. 
Mason, in attempting to cross the river at 
that place in a skiff, was run over by the 
steamer Magnolia and drowned. He wa.s 
an old and respected citizen, and leaves a 
wife and several children, with a large 
number of friends, to mourn his loss. He 
was in his sixty-third year, was born in 
Frankfort, Ky., and has many friends in 
that county. In the loss of Mr. Ma.son the 
country has lost a goo*l, persevering, indo.s- 
triou.s, and honest man, and the Government 
one of its warmest and most devoted fa- 
thers. It was carelessness in the pilot of the 
Magnolia that causeil the sad affair; and he 
will in all probability be brought to atone 
for his carelessness, and, indeed, such 
should be the case.
